During  January  there  was  a slight  outbreak  of  Diphtheria 
when  three  children  in  one  house  were  removed,  to  Hospital.  All 
the  children  were  in  the  same  class  st  School,  and  others  were 
examined  to  see  if  there  was.  a carriers  About  ICO  children  were 
examined  and  eleven  were  swabbed,  all  proved  negative.  There  were 
no  more  cases  during  the  months 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Measles  which  started  during  the 
month  of  December  which  spread  all  over  the  district,  and  lasted 
about  five  months.  There  .was  also  a small  outbreak  of  whooping 
Cough  during  the  months  of  May  and  June.  Two  of  the  Diphtheria 
cases  were  not  confirmed  in  Hospital,  and -were  discharged  after 
being  under  observation  for  seven  days<  64.  Swabs- were  examined  at 
Stockport  Infirmary  for  Diphtheria  bacilli  daring  1944*  4 of 
these  proved  to  be  positive,  and  t;he  rest,  were  negative.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Samples  of  Milk  have  been  regularly  taken  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  following  tests 

(a.)  Sediment, 

(b)  Fat  Content, 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  also  takes  Samples  for  Tuberculosis. 
100  Samples  of  Milk  were  analysed  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
York  Place,  Manchester,  for  t.B.,  and  of  these  93  were  negative 
and  7 positive.  2 Cows  were  destroyed  by  order  of  the  County 
Veterinary  Surgeons, 
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During  the  year  350  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to 
registered  premises.  The  total  number  of  purveyors  of  Milk  in  the 
area  is  4 7 an$  in  addition  there  are  4 Purveyors  of  Accredited 
Milk  who  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council,  As  the  zoning  scheme 
is  still  in  operation,  only  two  purveyors  of  Milk  come  into  the 
district,  and  these  are  licensed  "tinder  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938, 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order  1936  and  1938. 

Some  Farmers  in  the  district  are  making  application  to  sell 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  in  the  near  future. 


BR I T IS  Ii  RES  TAURAli  TS  „ 

The  British  Restaurant  was  opened  ..at  Romiley  (formerly 
St.  Chad’s  Sunday  School,  G-uywood  Lane)  on  the  7th  March  1942,  and 
has  met  the  need  for  a Restaurant  where  a hot  meal  can  be  provided 
at  a reasonable  cost. 

The  year  1943  saw  the  opening  of  a second  British  Restaurant 
in  September,  and  is  accommodated  in  a building  at  the  rear  of  the 
George  Lane  Congregational  Sunday  School,  Bredbury,  The  venture 
exceeded  all  expectations  in  numbers  at  the  beginning,  but  later  on 
the  number  of  meals  served  began  to  decline.,  also  the  cash  and  carry 
part  of  the  Restaurant  had  fewer  customers,  till  at  last  it  became 
impossible  to  carry  on,  and  it  was  dosed  down  on  4th  May  1945*

representative  of  the  British  Rainfall  Association,  has  for  the 
past  12  years  (ending  3lst  December  1944)  supplied  details  of  the 
months  figures  for  Rainfall  in  Romiley , He  also  has  supplied 
monthly  comments  on  the  weather  for  the.  past  nine  years,  and  these 
have  been  published  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  Report  up  to  1938, 
when  the  last  printed  report  was  issued. 

Mr.  E.  Hayes  (Manager  of  the  Bredbury  Sewage  forks)  has 
recorded  Rainfall  figures  at  the.  Bredbury  Sewage  forks  since  he 
has  been  appointed.  The  previous  Sewage  forks  Manager, 

(Mr.  E.  H.  Arrowsmith)  recorded  the  Rainfall  figures  since 
July  1939,  and  has  supplied  monthly  comments  on  the  weather  for  the 
years  ending.  31st  December  1942  and  1943c-  Mr,  E.  Hayes,  the  present 
Sewage  forks  Manager  has  continued  to  supply  them©  The.  following

Bredbury  High  field  Senior  School  - This  School  was  opened  in 
SpriT  T9  4 1 in  two  “separate  departments  for  boys  and  girls,  each 
under  its  own  Head  Teacher.  The  school  serves  the  purpose  of 
catering  for  all  children  of oil  plus  of  Bredbury , Romiley  and 
Comps  tall,  the  other  schools  of  the ‘district  catering  fcr  infants 
and  juniors.  At  Highfield  School,  there  are  facilities  for  the 
teaching  of  Cookery,  Laundry,  Handicraft  and.  Metalwork,  although 
this  latter  subject  is  not  at  present  included  in  the  curriculum 
owing  to  war-time  conditions*  Each  school  has  its  own  Central 
Hall  with  stage  and  its  own  gymnasium  and  showersc  The  whole  of 
the  school  wash  bowls  are  provided  throughout  the  year  with  hot 
and  cold  water.  Gardening  instruction  has  been  developed  both 
for  boys  and  girls*  Under  the  new  Education  Act  this  school  will 
become  increasingly  important  in  the  development  of  educational 
facilities  provided  for  in  the  Act  and  at  present  the  school  is 
used  in  the  evenings  for  Evening  Class  instruction  for  certain 
subjects.  Each  department  has  its  own  Canteen  where  meals  are 
cooked  in  a specially  equipped  kitchen  and  are  served  in  each  Central 
Hall.  The  extensive  grounds  will  be  turned  into  playing  fields 
when  the  embargo  on  expenditure  under  this  head  has  been  lifted 
by  the  Government  Department  and  the  air-raid  shelters  now 
provided  in  these  grounds  will  be  removed.  The  scholars  attending 
this  school  from  the  Compstall  district  are  provided  with  free 
c onveyance. 

Feeding  of  Children  - Every  school  in  the  district  is  provided 
wTTh  faciTities  for  mid-day  meals  for  scholars,  these  meals  being 
provided  as  follows 

1.  Highfield  School  - prepared  and  cooked  on  premises. 

2.  Barrack  Hill  School-,  Bredbury  C,E.  School  and  Woodley  Council 

School  - All  provided  with  cooked  meals  from  Mot  tram  Cooking 
. Depot. 

3#  Compstall  Council  School  - Scholars  attend  the  Mission  Hall 
. Canteen  on  Compstall  l oad,  these  meals  being  cooked  on  the 
premises. 

4.  Romiley  Council  School  - Meals  supplied  from  the  Romiley  British 
Restaurant.

Seasonal  variations  mainly  affect  the  colour  and  organic 
matter  content  as  measures  by  the  oxygen  absorbed  test.

A pure  water  supply 
is  more  than  ever  necessary  to ’ essential  f cleanliness  in  the  production 
of  milk,  and  of  the  utensils  used  for  distribution  of  milk.

Scheme  as  proposed  public  open  spaces.  This  means  that  Bredbury 
and  Romiley  will  have  more  than  8 acres  of  public  open  space  per 
1,000  population  in  the  very  near  future,  and  so  exceeds  the 
minimum  figure  of  7 acres  per  1,000  quoted  by  many  planning 
authorities . 

In  addition  to  this,  provision  is  made  in  the  Planning  Scheme 
for  the  reservation  of  a further  330  acres  of  open  space,  principally 
for  the  preservation  of  a green  belt  along  the  valleys  of  the  Rivers 
Tame  and  G-oyt,  and  in  the  provision  of  parkway/reservations  along 
major  traffic  roads. 


WAR-TIME  NURSERY. 

The  Nursery  at  Highfield  park  Estate,  Bredbury,  was  opened  to 
children  on  the  13th  December  1943;  after  many  difficulties  had  been 
experienced  with  regard  to  labour  and  material  etc. 
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The  primary  object  of  the  Nursery  is  to  keep  children  safe  and 
well  whilst  their  mothers  are  at  work  on  Munitions  and  other  work 
of  National  importance.  Parents  are  expected  to  pay  not  less 
then  l/-d  per  day  per  child. 

There  has  been  an  average  daily  attendance  of  about 
22  children  to  the  end  of  December  1944* 

The  Nursery  is  within  easy  reach  of  the  various  works  in 
Bredbury,  and  it  is  hoped  that  mothers  will  continue  to  take  every 
advantage  of  this  service  which  is  provided  for  them.  The  Official 
.Opening  took  place  on  18th  February  1944*  The  building  is  of  the 
pre-f abricated  bungalow  type,  and  has  accommodation  for  50  children 
approximately.  15  from  1 year  to  2 years,  and  35  from  2 years  to 
5, years. 

There  is  a Nursery  Room  for  babies  with  cotB.  - ’’Tweenies”  Room 
for  babies  2-3  years.  Larger  room  for  babies  3-5  years. 

Staff  quarters,  - Matron!s  Roc®,  Staff  Dining  Room, 

Isolation  Room,  Milk  Rooms,  Pantry  and  Kitchen',  2 Baths  and  Toilet, 
also  a Laundry.
